Battle Of The Most Desperate Nature—Prisoners Bear Small Ratio 
To Losses Inflicted On Germans—Important Observation Post

LONDON, Aug. 22.—The British troops, attacking fiercely again

today, have captured important strategic positions for a mile along 
the Ypres-Menine Road, to a depth of nearly a third of a mile, and 
further to the north carried forward their frort about a half a 
mile over an extent of two and one half miles, 

The fighting, according to the official report from British 
headquarters tonight was of the most desperate nature, the pris- 
oners taken bearing a small ratio to the losses inflicted on the 
Germans. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Successful operations were undertaken by our troops this 
morning to the east and northeast of Ypres for the ¢apture of a 
series of strong points and fortified farms lying a few hundred 
yards in front of our positions astride the Ypres-Menine Road and 
between the Ypres-Roulers Railway and Langhemarcgq. 

,. ‘Bitter fighting has taken place at all points. The enemy 
again launched repeated counte: attacks, which suffered, heavy 
losses from our artillery and machine gun fire, 

“The struggle was particularly fierce in the neighborhood of 
the Ypres-Menine Road, where the enemy fought, desperately to re- 
tain command of the high ground. Here our line has been advanced 
to a depth of about five hundred yards on a front of about a mile.

Meanwhile the 
British and French forces in Belgium 
and on the sectors of Lens and Verdun 
in France again have made progress 
againstethe Germans, and also have 
held, notwithstanding most violent 
counter attacks, all the ground they 
won in recent fighting, On the east- 
ern front, near the important Russian 
port of Riga on the Baltic, the Ger- 
mans have started what possibly may 
turn out to be another big offensive, 
and also are attacking the Russian 
lines to the southeast in the vicinity 
of Dvyinsk and further south near 
Brody and Tarnapot, in Galicia, 

Italian Warships Aiding 

Already the Italian offensive has re- 
Kulted in the capture of more than 
13,000 prisuners and thirty guns, and 
sains of great Importance have been 
made all along the line. Italian war- 
ships which are aiding in the attack 
t the head of the gulf of Triest have 
switched thei rguns from the battle

New Battle of Verdun 

PAKS, Aug. 22.—The second day 
of the new battle of Verdun was taken 
up, as was to be expected, by the des- 
perate efforts of the Germans to re- 
cover their lost positions, The long 
artillery preparation 
interrupted as it was by Lad weather, 
had given the Germans time to mass 
reserves for counter attacks. They 
had withdrawn forces from their ad- 
vanced lines which were too greatly 
exposed to the French artillery, mass- 
ing these men, together with reserves, 
around the oxtremities of the sector 
attacked, between Avocourt and Bez: 
onvaux in readiness for counter at- 
tacks. 

Gains Maintained 

No less than eight of these counter- 
attacks were made {n the evening. All 
were repulsed. The gains of the 
French were maintained entirely, fur- 
ther advances were made and a large 
number of prisoners taken. 

It is known that the Germans have 
five divisions of reserves in readiness 
for this battle and more than 400 bat- 
teries. They began to weaken before 
the bombardment ceased and many 
of them surrendered, One complete 


Platoon in charge of non-commis- 
sioned officers gave itself up in a 
group.

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Tonight's war of- 
fice reported as follows on the situa- 
tion in Macedonia: 

“Eastern theatre: The enemy at- 
tempted during the night two strong 
reconnolssances, one near Starayina, 
the other north of Monastir; they were 
repulsed. Our artiller: carried out

Rev. E, Leslie Pidgeon, Of Winnipeg, President Of The International 
Association, Gives Eloquent Address At Luncheon Given In 
His Honor By Members Of Local Club. 


Tho tnner meaning of Rotary—each 
membgt a living example of the doc- 
trine of service; to so relate a man to 
his daily business that he will by the 
development of his own character and 
individuality in that service create aa 
environment and standard tor his as- 
sociates and the others that follow; 
to work for the moral development 
of society and the physical welfare of 
others; to put the highest private 
ideals of life into public sentiment, 
and to work; to embody this public 
sentiment into laws that will stand 
for the people; to do no unsocial 
thing, but Jet action be such that will 
tend to the raising of society and help 
to create universal laws for others 
that follow, 

Such was the masterly exposition 
of the principles of Rotary given by 
the Rey. I. Lester Pidgeon, of Win- 
nipeg, president of the International 
Association of Rotary Clubs, when 
speaking at the Macdonald hotel last 
evening. 

“By such a doctrine of service,” 
said the speaker, ‘is how we can 
reach our ideal. How ehort life is, 
and how unsatisfying is the life 
6pent to gratify, individual desires. 
Things fail us today what were our 
desire.a few years ago, What a man 
is and his personal character is more 
than anything that he can possess.” 

Many Guests Present. 

It was a large and highly interested 
audience which gathcred at the Mac- 
donald hotel to listen to Rev. E. Les- 
lie Pidgeon, The supper and meeting 
was primarily for members of the 
Rotary Club but there were a number 
of other guests, including M»vor Hen- 
ry, who represented the city, and 
members of Edmonton institutions, 
such as the Canadian Club, the board 
of trade and Auto Club, Also ladies 
were invited, which lent additional 
honor and distinction to the proceed-- 
ings. The meeting was under the 
presidency of L. A. Dickson, chairman 
of the Edmonton Rotary Club. 

Another visitor to whom honor 
was accorded was G. Lydiatt, of Cal- 
gary, governor of District 18, of the 
Association of Rotary Clubs, which 
includes the provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and Fort 
William and Part Amhur. 

As a brother in arms, the chairman 
entrusted the task og welcoming and 
introducing the international. presi- 
dent into the hands of Rotarian Dr. 
McQueen,

“Tt shows a great deal for Rotary 
Clubs,” remarked Dr, McQueen, “that 
they have chosen a minister as their 
president and it is evidence to the 
world as to what they stand for.”

Proceeding, he said that the object 
was to make every man feel the re- 
sponsibility of his position, and that 
he must make it worth while. When 
a man was called out of any line 
business to be a member, if he did 
not answer to the call, then he was 
not big enough, 

Question of Service 

“Dilating upon the question of ser- 
vice, the speaker pointed out how this 
this meant service f ro the general 
good of society and the creating of an 
environment which would lead to the 
betterment of society at large. The in-

Rotary taught the great questiow of 
the unity of the individual with his 
invironment, In illustration of this, 
the speaker said that he could quote 
nothing better than Kipling’s “Law of 
the Jungle,” the “strength of the pack 
is the wolf, and the strength of the 
wolf is the pack.” 
The Individual’s Part. 

“What demand does this. make of 
the individual Rotarian?” asked the 
Rey. Pidgeon, 

“The demand is for individual 
virtue,” he answered, and went on to 
say that no man could commit faults 
in private life without all society suf- 
fering for it. He advised them to 
adopt the reasoning of Emanuel Kant, 
to universalize their action and when 
about to do something to inquire of 
themselves what would be the effect 
if every other individual in the world 
did the same thing. If a man did in 
his own offices what others could not 
follow, then he was not ready for 
Rotary, 

They should also endeavor to put 
their best private ideas of life into 
public sentiment. And public senti- 
ment was not safe until it was em- 
bodied into law and something that 
would hold it for the future. ‘This 
was where they had failed in this 
great democracy of theirs. Men had 
been allowed to run the state for sel- 
| fish reasons. As Henry Jones said, 
nen had been elected to public office 
|who would not be accepted ag part- 
ners in business or directors of public 
| companies, 

Also, if soctaty was such a unit, 
then they were interested In the moral 
development and welfare of all 
around them. If a man was going to 
do the best for himself and his boys 
jand girls, then he had to see that ev- 
ery other man should be raised as 
well and that his highest ideas of life 
| were being fulfilled. 

There was a great vision that the

HOW DID THE FLIES 
GET INTO BOTTLE? 
QUIZ IN DRUNK CASE 


Counsel Submits ‘Liquor Ferment- 
ed Subsequent To The Sample 
Being Taken. 


“How did the three flies get in the 
bottle?” 

This simple question constituted the 
chief feature of the defense of George 
Massie, local solicitor, who appeared | 
before the police court Wednesday 
morning on behalf of M. Menasse, | 
proprietor of a cafe at 10081 Jasper! 
who was arraigned on a 
charge of selling temperance beer 
containing more than 2 per cent. of 
proof spirits, The question concern- 
ing the flies was addressed to James 
A. Kelso, provincial analyst, who testi- 
fied that a sample of beer taken from | 
Menasse’s restaurant and given to 
him for inspection by local detectives, 
contained 5.76 of proof spirits, 

In the chemist’s bottle which wags 
partially filled with beer floated three 
dead flies. Was it not possible, con- 
tended Mr, Massie, that the presence 
of the flies would change the chemical 
contents of the analyst's sample? 
How had the flies entered the beer un- 
less the liquid was exposed to the air 
and if it had been exposed to the air 
was it not reasonable to suppose that 
the beer would increase in strength as 
a result of fermentation and evapora- 
tion? 

The chemist explained at length in 
technical terms the process by which 
he had determined the amount of 
alcohol in the sample and stoutly con- 
tended that his formula and result 
were correct, flies or no flies, 

The magistrate deferred judgment 
after making a brief address in which 
he stated that the liquor act was in- 
deed a difficult one to enforce. The 
present case was an example. He in- 


timated that he did not believe the 
accused had any ulterior motive in 
disposing of five per cent, beer. He 


was only charging five cents a glass 
and might quite easily have been made 
the victim of a mistake on the part of 
the brewery from which he bought 
his goods. The court should not be 


too astute in seeking for evidence 
against possible evaders, The sale of 
temperance beer was undoubtedly 


saving the great mass if the people 
from the danger of consuming strong- 
er spirits, A decision In the case was 
slated for Thursday morning,

able, The following is the method: 

Canning of Meats, 

In canning meat at home it Is best 

to use the intermitte@ method unless 


you have a steam pressure canner. 
Wipe the meat with a damp cloth. 
Remove the bones and trim, Cut in 
pleces of convenient size for serving. 


Pack into jars. Add one teaspoonful 
of salt to each quart jar, Add water 
or stock or leave dry if desired. Ster- 
ilize three successive days. Chicken 
should be steamed, and the bones re- 
moved, as the bones seem to have a 
tendency to break the jars in sterill- 
zation, Meat may be sterilized for 
five hours in one day if preferred. 
Practically any meat may be canned 
in this manner,

Dear Madam-—Please print direc- 
tions for canning tomatoes according 
to the new method, 

STEADY READER. 

Directions for the first step in can- 
ning tomatoes are given in the above 
levter, Following are the successive 
steps: After scalding, lift the toma- 
toes out of the water and plunge them 
immediately into cold water. This 
makes them easier to handle, separ- 
ates the skin from the pulp, firms the 
texture and coagulates the coloring 
matter so it stays near the surface, 
giving a rich, red color. Do not let 
them stand in the cold dip. With a 
sharp knife cut the core out of the 
tomato, being careful not to cut into 
the fleshy portion or seed cells, or the 
seed and pulp will be scattered 
through the liquid, injuring the ap- 
pearance of the produce, Remove 
the core before the skin, ‘The jars, 
rubbers and tops should be sterilized 
and ready. Pack the tomatoes whole, 
pressing and shaking them well down 
| together, but not using force enough 
i{o crush them, Do not add water 
As a large part of tho tomato is 
water, no extra liquid is needed, Add 
one teaspoonful of salt or one-half 
teaspoonful each salt and sugar to 
each quart jar, Place rubbers and 
lids on jars. If using screw-top jars, 
| screw the cover down until it catches, 
ithen turn a quarter of an inch back, 
If using vacuum fars, put the covering 
on and spring in place. The spring 
| will give enough to allow the steam to 
escape. In using glass-top jars with 
| the patent wire snap, put the cover in 
place, the wire over the top, and 
leave the clamp up. The cover on @ 
glass jar must not be tight, while the 
product ig cooking, because the air 
will expand when heated, and if the 
cover is not loose enough to allow the 
steam to escape, the pressure may 
biew the rubber out or break the jar. 

Have the water boiling. Place the 
jars in the cooker, which if home- 
made should be at least three inches 
deeper than the jars to give space 
for the water to come one inch above 
the top and room inthe bottom for 
the false bottom or separate holders

Hon, Frank Oliver (Edmonton): 1 
have not had the privilege of listening 
to the arguments brought forward by 
the Government in behalf of what ! 
may characterize as a most remark- 
able transaction, but, it does not ap- 


evolved in support of taking an un- 
stated amount of money, which may 
bo $60,000,000 or thereabouts, out of 
the treasury of Canada, gat the present 
time, under the circumstances in 
which we find ourselves and handing 
that over except for value received, I 
cannot understand how the Govern- 
ment of the day, charged with the 
financial and other responsibilities 


that rest upon it, can come before 
Parilament and the country with a 
proposition to pay an_ indefinite 
amount, which may be $60,000,000 or 
thereabouts, for something that is on 
record as having no value,\and which, 
if it has a value, already belongs by 
statute to the Dominion of Canada, It 
would be impossible to express in 
suitable terms the disregard for the 
public interest, tor the financial situa- 
tion of the country, that is involved in 
such a proposal. It is to me unthink- 
able that such a proposal should be 
made. The worst enemy that the Gov- | 
ernment has in this country, I am sure, 
never would have accused it of being 
ye to bring such a proposal for- 
ward, 


It has been said that the opposition 
to the Bill before the House involves a 
suggested ‘confiscation of the property 
of the Canadian Northern Railway 
Company. My hon. friend from North 
Oxford has already dealt with that 
question. He has shown, in terms that 
cannot be controverted, that there is 
no right and that, therefore, there can 
be no confiscation, But let us assume 
{f you please, that there is a right 
and a value in this stock. Surely, in 
that case, it was the business of the 
Government to come before Parlia- 
ment with a definite proposal as to 
how much should be paid by the coun- 
try for that stock if it were desired to 
acquire the ownership of this road. On 
what pretense can the Government 
come before Parliament and the coun- 
try with a proposal that, in the terms 
of this Bill, binds Parliament to pay 
money of an unknown amount? The 
Minister of Finance has a high reputa- 
tion as a business man; he had a suc- 
cessful business career before he gave 
his talents to the service of his coun- 


try. But I venture to say that, in all 
his long and successful business ca- 
reer, he never made such a proposal 
as a business proposition on behalf of 
any business interest with which he 
was connected, I certainly say, with 
all due respect to the Minister of Fin- 
ance, that he is not, in this transac- 
tion, showing due regard to the wel- 
fare of Canada and to the interest of 
its people when he comes before Par- 
Nament with an indefnite proposition 
such as this involving the possibility of 
the payment of s0 many millions of 
dollars. I do not wish to use harsh 
oruege - yo connection, I.am 
a ave always been willing .to.give 
the’ Minister of Finance credit ‘for the 
highest motives, for using his best en- 
deavors in the Interest of his. country 
as he sees that interest, although he 
and I do not see the interest of the 
country in the same light; but I can- 
not give him or the Government cre- 
dit on this occasion for honesty of 
purpose in bringing before Parliament 
this proposal as it has been brought. 
If that stock be worth money, there 
are means of coming to a conclusion 
as to what amount of. money it is 
worth, and it Is the business of the 
Government first to arrive at that es- 
timate and then to present it to Par- 
Hament. If it be a just estimate, it 
will be supported by Parliament and 
no one will find fault; but if it be a 
fact that this Government cannot 
come to a conclusion as to what is a 
fair value for that stock, then when 
the Government comes with a propost- 
tion such as this, it is evidence of any- 
thing but good intent. 


We are staggeting under financial 
burdens which are increasing from 
day to day because of circumstances 
not under our control. We must bear 
those burdens, and if this Government 
has any duty to perform in the inter- 
est of the cause for which these bur- 
dens are being borne, its duty is to see 
that not a dollar goes out of the 
treasury of Canada except for good 
value. By this Bill, we are made sub- 
ject to the possibility of having to pay! 
out of the public treasury a sum ag- 
gregating $60,000,000 for the common 
stock of the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way company, which stock already be- 
longs to us because of the default of 
the company under the statute. And 
if it did not so belong to us, the Goy- 
ernment still should not come to Par- 
HMament except with a definite’ pro- 
position as to how much we should | 
pay for that stock. 

But that is only a small part of the 
liability that is being assumed by the 
country under this bill. Section 3 
says: 

“The Governor in Council may as- 
sist the Canadian Northern Railway 
Company, or any company included in 


|the Canadian Northern Railway sys- 


tem, In paying and settling any  in- 
debtedness of such company, or post- 
poning the payment thereof, on such 
terms as may be agreed upon, and for 
such purposes may make advances out 
of the Consolidated Revenue’ Fund, 
may guarantee payment in whole or in 
part, and may give the obligation, or 
securities of the Government in con- 
nection therewith.” 

It may be that the Government has 
already informed the House as to the 
extent and nature of the obligations 
that will be assumed under this sec- 
tion of the Bill, I have not heard any 
such statement, and I do not think it 
has been made, If it is wrong to ask 
the country to become committed to 
the payment of an unknown amount 
for stock that is of no value, it is an 
outrage to commit the country to an/| 
absolutely unknown and _ indefinite 
amount in payment of obligations in- 
curred or to be incurred, and that res- 
ponsibility to be imposed upon the 
country, not by Act of Parliament, 
but simply by order of the Goyernor- 
Canada never saw such 
legislation before. There never was 
such a proposal in kind or in amount 
ever brought before the Pariiament of 
this country. I cannot believe that 
such an extraordinary and  remark- 
able proposition—involving so many 
hundreds of million of dollars—can be 
brought forward with good intentions. 
It has not the appearance and it has 
not the character of a measure with 
good intentions. I claim the right to 
condemn the Government for their 
proposal because of its terms, but even 
more because of the lack of good in- 
tent as evidenced by those terms, 

There is involved in this the gen- 
eral question of railway policy of our 
country. I alluded to that policy 
when the resolutions were before the 
House, and T will now give my views 
in regard to it, Possibly my views 
may not agree with those already ex- 
presse y others, sf that be wo T) 
am-soffy, but I think the responsi-

stated that judged by the experience 
of Canada this Government, under the 
most favorable , circumetances, can- 
not operate the.

There is no evi- 
dence to lead us to believe for an in- 
stant that the Government can do so. 
There is no evidence to lead us to 
belleve that they want to do it, or that 
it is any part of their intention to do 
it, or that they could do it, if it was 
their intention to do it—and'I say this 
with all due respect to the Minister of 
Rallways (Mr, Cothrane). lam not 
here as a champion of the Canadian 
Northern Railway, either in its incep- 
tion or in its management, but if the 
people of Canada have to make a 
choice between Government operation 
of this railway and its operation. by 
the company, the interests of the Do- 


minion of Canada demand that the 
present company shall continue to 
operate it. We have Government 


operation of the Intercolonial and we 
have Government operation of the 
Transcontinental. There is nothing 
in the operation of these roads to show 
either superior economy or superior | 
efficiency over the operation of the 
Canadian Northern Railway Com- 
pany. I am not blaming my hon. 
friend (the Minister of Railways) in 
the matter. It is a condition he has to 
deal with. Thete is a condition sur- 
rounding the Government operation 
of railways in «this country which 
makes their efficient and economical 
operation tng 2,400" In taking over 


and operating 9,000 miles of railroad, 
we are assumi & responsibility so 
terrific in its magnitude that I think 
very fow of us Understand it or re- 
alize it. ‘ 

There are the three points—the 
payment of possibly $60,000,000 for 
stock that is of no value; the payment 
of an unknowg and uncalculated 
amount of indebtedness of the com- 
pany, on the authority of the Gover- 
nor-in-Council; and the management 
of a vast system of transportation, 
comprising 9,000 miles of railway, by 
the Government, which has_ proven 
itself not as efficient as the company 
in railway management. Surely these 
are conditions that should cause us to 
look much more carefully than we 
have yet done on this transaction 
which we are facing so light-hearted- 
ly. It has been said here and else- 
where that Canada has a _ railway 
problem on her hands, and the pro- 
blem is that she has too many rail- 
ways. Because, she has too many 
railways we are reduce the number 
by combining the systems. I abso- 
lutely take issue’with that view. I 
maintain that Canada has not too many 
vailways; that she needs the railways 
she has; that she will need more rail- 
ways in the future, and that she can 
get better service and better value 
from these railways under competitive 
management than she can in any other 
way, It is true that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific a..d the Canadian Northern 
were just completed at the outbreak 
of the war, «... the outbreak of the 
war prevented that further develop- 
ment of the country along their lines 
which would have brought them traf- 
fic “vid 4 would Probably Pave made 
them financla ecesses before now. 
Bull, we did vidihennata: the war, and 
they did not create it: it is a condition 
which has overtaken us all, and it is 
childish to speak of either the country 
or the railways being discredited be- 
cause of conditions having arisen 
which no wisdom could have foreseen, 
and which in the nature of things can- 
not last much longer. 

When those conditions have passed 
away the railways will be needed for 
the development of the country. The 
Canadian Northern is supposed to be 
a failure as a business proposition be- 
cause it is not able to pay the interest 
on its securities. I find from the state- 
ment placed before the House that it 
had the following net earnings: 


1915 $ 6,600,000 | 
1916 9,373,000 
1917 11,500,000 | 


These were net earnings available

Rumors to which great credence are 
attached are being circulated, and in 
some cases are almost said to be sub- 
stantiated, that the former Empress) 
of Russia, now Mrs, Nicholas Roma 
roff, saved her family $100,00,0000 by 
transferring the Russian royal jewels 
to Germany before the outbreak of) 
hostilities, She undoubtedly felt the 
insecurity of Russia and considered 
Germany a safer place for the treas- 
ure and acted upon her premonitions 
of disasters which might come. ‘The 
Crzarina before her marriage was the 
Princesa Alexandra Alice of Hesse, 
and her pro-Germanism was largely 
responsible for the overthrow of the 
Czar, who was very much under her 
influence. Just before the war trust- 
ed messengers carried the family 
jewels to the czarina's brother, the 
grand duke of Hesse, for safe keeping
